Very early in President Grant's ad- 
ministration, it was known that Mr 8nm- 
ner was inclined rather to be hostile than 
friendly toward him. The President i* a 
plain, straightforward, matter-of-fact per- 
son, thorounhly honest in his motive* and 
purposes, and not given to blandishment*.

The President 
affirms and Mr. Sumner doe* not deny, 
luat wben he called on tbe Haagaohuaetts 
Senator relative to the San Domingo 
affair—before the subject hsd yet been 
made public, Mr. Sumner diverted the 
conversation, and pressed upon him the 
claims of a certain person for office. This 
circumstance can only be interpreted to 
imply that had the request for office thns 
made been acceded to, Mr. Sumner might 
have guHt&ined tbe San Domingo move- 
ment, us it was not be who opposed it 
This remark may seem severe, bat we 
have yet to see the first psrticle of evi- 
dence, either in Mr. Sumner'i speeches, or 
in tbe representations of his friends, that 
he opposed the acquisition of San Domin- 
go on any broad principle of public 
l>olicy.

Destructive Tornado. ^ 


From tho Bt. Louis Republican, March I. 
Once again our city, or at least it* im- 


mediate' vicinity, has been visited by a 
frightful elemental outburst. In this in- 
stance, however, the' effects are far mere 
disastrous than by any previous visitation. 
Not only has a fearful destruction of 
property been occasioned, but a Urn of life 
that i* far more deplorable, and also a long 
lilt of wounded. Terrible u have been 
the, consequences, however, they would 
have been incalculably more so only for 
the fortunate circanmance tbat the stream 
of the storm swept eastward of oar city 
proper, and expended its Inry on the east 
shore of the river and East St. Louie. Had 
the'same irresistable wind poured over the 
crowded blocks of our city the destruction 
it would probably have wrought-would be 
beyond the power of language to portray. 
THE WEATHER BEFORE THE OUTBUB6T. 
Yesterday morning dawned cloudy and 


a little sultry. There were some indica- 
tion* "of - rain, but nothing whatever to 
cause ariy. apprehensions of an. unusual 
outburst. 
In the afternoon, about one 


o'clock, the gloom .in the heavens deepened 
to the south aud weet, and there were a 
few drops of rain now and then 
A brisk 


breeze prevailed -which was warm in it* 
temperature, but tbe worst prophet of 
evil would only have predicted a pasting 
thunder storm. There was nothing of 
that strange hush which generally fall* 
over nature as a preface to i be unclosing 
of her giant force*, nor tbat lurid lvht 
which foroodcs a tumult in the eky. Be- 
tween two and Three o'cloca^ihe clouds 
assumed an. appearance alarming to an 
inexperienced eje. Toe gray mwses ot 
vapor became ragged and turn along their 
edges, and here and there fleecy patcbe* 
were rent off and hurried along by some 
swift power. The rain commenced to fall 
and tbe wind arose gradually, but not to 
an extent to create aUrrn. 


TBB OUTBCBST OP THE TOHNADO. 
A few minuted post three o'clock the 


awful"vinitauon opened ita fury without 
a moment1* warning, blowing from the 
southwest, coming up tbe river in a diagon- 
al line, inclining eastward in its advance 
—a terrible whirling force, compacted in 
a path of about six or eight hundred feet 
wide, and rurhiog onward with ar<wr like 
an angry sea and the velocity of a bird's 
flight. The tornado seems to have barely 
touched our southern limit*, but to have 
kept east of tbe citj, and no very alarm- 
ing dsmage was done until it struck Eiat 
St. Louis. Here it manifested its dread- 
ful power within a space of tbneminutov, 
in a manner never before equalled m thi* 
part of tbe country, and almost indesorib- 
able. Let tbe reader imavine an irresist- 
ible air torrent rushing againat tbe frail 
artificial structures of man, situated on an 
exposed river bank. In a moment the air 
is filled with splinters, dust and fragment* 
of all kind*. Houses, fhteSn and other 
structures disappear as if levelled by the 
blow of a Tittn, or fly to pieces and are 
borne along in the stream of the storm. 
The East St. Louis elevator was the first 
edifice (truck on tbe Illinois shore, a 
•troog frame building. Tbe roof waa 
torn to ribbons, and a large portion of it, 
like a black meteor, shot northward and 
fell far aw ay in the river. Then came the 
destruction of other houses; *otne were nn- 
roofea and some were rent to pieces—wall* 
and all—and tbo unhappy inmates buried 
in the ruins. Tbe stately cteamer llolhe 
Able, lying at the E itt St. Louia wharf, had 
her texas torn off and hurled in tbe 
river. The bridge tug Hewitt hud her 
wheelhcnse disposed ot in the same way, 
and'became a wreck. 
The whole forest 


ot frame work over the eastern, abutment 
pier of the bridge was t« isted up like a 
bunch of reeds in the fingers ot the storm, 
and crashed down in a pile of cbaouo 
ruin. Railway cars and engines were 
dashed down on their sides or whirled off 
tbe tacksao if they were paper boxea. 
.Whole trees were either struck to the 
earth, a* if the trunks bad been revered by 
a cannoa .hot or lifted bodily aad carried 
yard* away from wherj they a moment 
before stood. Put all thtee destructions 
together and a hundred others—fill the air 
with a maze of -whirling object*, and ima- 
gine tbe sky as black as ink. teamed every 
moment with tongues 'of lightning and 
reverberating with thunder crashtB, while 
there is a steady roar of a great rushing 
on earth,' and some idea may be gained of 
outburst of th* tornado in Ei«t St. Louia. 
It was an awful scene—one never to be 
forgotten. 
The very suddenness was ter- 


rible. Here a moment before business of 
all kinds was in progreee, and now the 
whole population IB shivering aghast, while 
turmoil and destruction and great noise* 
rage all around them on all sidev, mingling

TBOGRESS OP THE STOBif. 


Tbe tornado did not 'last more than 


three minutes. Aa above stated, it seemed 
to cone Irom the couth, southwest, and 
touching the Illinois chore first at the 
elevator, passed along the riv«r bank, in- 
clining eastward ana term noting at tne 
track of tbe Toledo, Waba»h and Weatein 
Bailroad, nearly at tbe bend of Bloixiy 
Island, and at thH point about 800 jards 
trom the" river. Itn speed is estimated at 
between sixty and seventy miles an hour, 
and ^itl strength was almost lrrei"lblo 
rwbere any fUt eerface was exposed. Wbat 
damaxe was done touth of Uie city was 
not definitely ascertained, bat no reports 
were received last night of any serious 
consequence.

Wendell Phillip«'~lectiire'oii 


Ihe '-L»*t Arts." 
' ,<3,..- 


Wendell Phillips delivered-his magnifi- 


cent lecture on the "Lost Aits" to a very 
large audience, at the Opera House last 
evening. Dark and rainy aa the night 
was, the ladies were present in large num- 
bers, to grace the occasion and inspire the 
orator. And Mr. Phillips was all himself, 
in voice, action, wit and words—the ora- 
tor that Brutus was, or Anthony described 
him to be, or as we dream tbe ideal of 
Cicero to hare baeu. For all must allow 
Mr. Phillips to be the classical orator of 
his tim»,with that pare diction, that fervid 
zeal, that action suited to the. word, aud 
word to the action, that mastery of his 
subject, that control of hiraself, that power 
over the feelings of his bearers which is the 
sign and seal of the orator's rare and diffi- 
cult art. Mr. Phillips' introduction was 
so long and discursive that we feared he 
was 'to give some other lecture, but 
imagine it was no accident, th<it ho was 
only 
following a mood of 
his own 


mind, some method of bis own art, with a 
distinct and definite moral purpose in 
view. Mr. Phillips esteeema the lecture 
platform as holding a vory important re- 
lation to the moulding of public opinion, 
and so it does; he holds the presa to be de- 
ficient in independence of tone, and we 
suppose he would have (renounced the 
pulpit too subservient or obsequious to the 
pews, had he pursued the parallel. If we 
take Mr. Phillips himself as the type of 
lecturers as a class, what he 
stud 


of ,theirj superiority to bias or" interest, 
o Insusceptibility to the fear or favor of the 
people, may be true. 
But how many 


Phillips are there in tha land '1 The truer 
criticism of the press is not that it truckles 
to classes, or fawns on individuals, but 
that it is too reckless, too meddlesome, 
that its freedom runs into license, and its 
independence into intolerance. Mr. Phillips 
gave King Caucus some hard knocks, and 
be is a dishonest old rascal and should bo 
dethroned unless he reforms his Court, 
but will ha show us a better way ? "We 
cannot, however, bring about the political 
millenium by refusing to vote or attend 
canoa«, as Mr. Phillips did refuse to do 
for many years. After descanting upon 
the needs of the Lyceum, as an educating 
force, and no one has done more than Mr 
Phillips to illustrate its power over the 
National mind and to raise the lecture 
system to ths dignity of a noble profes- 
sion, of a fine art, so to speak, than Mr. 
Phillips, jtho orator pasted gracefully on 
te the theme of the evening, remarking that 
the lecture; system, as organized io New 
England, was intended, by its originator, 
to supplement a common school education, 
taking the same place in New EaiHaud aa 
the Mechanics' Institute in old England. 
He remembered the first time that he lec- 
tured before tbe Boston Lyceum, the boys 
ran up and down the galleries, stamping 
their heels, and raising such a disturbance 
that he believed listening was among the 
"lost arts." 


George Bancroft quieted them down. A 


lecturer on the samu day week bad been 
so completely shut down by the boys tbat 
a constable was called in. The lecture he 
would deliver was intended to act as a sort 
of antidote to the American foible—self- 
conceit—an exaggerated idea of (ho posi- 
tion occupied by this country among the 
centuries. His intention was to lead hi» 
hearers back to the consideration of the ex- 
cellence-of the nineteenth century. He 
believed in the possibility of an universal 
taking down of the vanity of tho Yankee 
nation by showing that the game men 
had, 
in 
past 
times, dune the same 


thing 
lu regard to works of im- 


agination, poetry, painting,' and fo forth, 
there nrat* a general concession that the 
nineteenth century sat at the feet of the 
past. This WHS evidently tbe case, as ex- 
hibited in our phrases. 
An artist goes to 


Italy "to study the old masters," who 
were in their graves. Shakespeare bor- 
rowed his plays from the Kiel; Balwer 
found tho story of his most excellent novel 
in one twelve hundred years old. There 
are, it is said, only three hundred distin- 
guishable plotsjia tbe world, an4, of these, 
two bnndred~and fifty were from Asia. 
Even newspaper jokes could boast a very 
venerable antiquity. 
("Applau«e ] 
Mr. 


Phil)i[ s cited several very humorous Irish 
"bulls," which were actuallv Greek in 
their origin. A story told by Wa^mgton 
of a gla»s tbat was presented before him 
for a drink, and which, on hearing it was 
forty years old, he declared to be "the 
smallest thing of its age," was told in 
Athens 375 years before Christ. 


It was often that a person in reading a 


book and finding something incredible 
was apt to say, "ihe onthor lien." This 
was scarcely criticism Because there wan 
one story .in a book out of ten, which was 
incredible, no one had a right to reject 
it. He instanced the stories of Strabo, 
the Siege of Syracuse and the scientific
